GOAL REGULATIONS 
REMAIN THE SAME 


Action of Central Com- 
mittee at Washington 
Not to Affect the South. 
Conservation Order of 
November 29 Continues 
in Force. 


RESTRICTIONS TOG STAY 
UNTIL COAL ARRIVES 


Number of Southern Hy- 
dro-Electric Companies 
Released From Regula- 
tions Because of Heavy 
Rains. 


Official information was given out 
Tuesday afternoon by the southern 
regional coal “commission that the 
national fuel regulations imposed 
Monday by the central coal commit- 
tee of Washington will have no ef- 
fect &At present upon the conserva- 
tion order of November 29, and that 
until further notice, the regulations 
of the southern region committee, 
with its additions and modifications, 
will remain in full force and must 
be obeyed. 

It was also announced by the 
committee that although informae 
tion had been received from Wash- 
ington that coal miners are expected 
to agree to a basis upon which the 
big strike may be settled, the. fuel 
restrictions now in force cannot be 
abandoned immediately. Should the 
miners go back: to work at. once, the! 
people will have to continue to ob- 
serve the conservation regulations 
until coal begins to move freely 
from the mines. 

Changes Proposed. 

' With reference to the regulations 
imposed upon the nation by the cen- 
tral coal committee, which in many 
instances are more rigid than those 
now in force in the southern region, 
the committe@says that it has been 
suggested to % national body that 
certain changes be made in the na- 
tion-wide orders issued. Until these 
changes are passed upon, the south- 
ern region committee is making nv 
new regulations, but in the mean- 
time, it is emphasized that the or-. 
ders @f November 29 must be strict- 
ly obeyed. 

The restrittions issued by the na- 
tional coal committee vary from 
those in effect in this region in 
their application to industries using 
soft coal, coke or wood, or power 
rgenerated from these fuels. The 
nation-wide regulations limit indus- 
tries to three days a week, based 
upon their present working sched- 
ules, and do not affect plants that 
have supplies of soft coal on hand. 
The southern region restrictions 
limit industries to a 48-hour week, 
or a 96-hour week where a double 
shift has been operated since Octo- 
ber. The southern region regula- 
tions also apply to 4ll users of soft 
coal, wood and: gas, 
generated by coal, wood or gas. 

The nation-wide regulations allow 
stores, except those selling food, 
clothing, etc., to remain open six 
hours during the day, while the or- 
ders of the southern region commit- 
tee allow seven hours a day with 
the use of heat, power and light 
generated from fuels proscribed at 
other times. 

Change Benefits Merchants. 

While permission has been given 
users of hydro-electric power to 
remain open at their option, provid- 
ed they use no fuel, heat or light 
produced from coal, wood or gas, 
after the closing -hours, a number 
of the merchants of the city have 
announced their intention of taking 
advantage of the privilege only toa 
limited extent. Members of the At- 
lanta Retail Merchants’ association 
have announced that they will keep 
open from 9 a. m. to 5:30 p. m., while 
the clothing section of the associa- 
tion will keep their stores open 
until 6 p. m., and on Saturdays until 
9p. m. 

The hours that Atlanta merchants 
and business houses may remain 
open with the use of heat, light and 
power, are from 9 a. m, to 4 Pp. m., 
as originally promulgated by the 
coal committee; but, as the Georgia 
Railway and Power company will 
shut off its plant where electricity 
is made by coal at 3:55 p. m., the 
unrestricted use of lights by 
patrons of the company has been al- 
lowed. 

This does not mean, however, that 
heat, light or power generated from 
coal, gas or wood can be used be- 
fore 7 a. m., when stores are al- 
lowed to begin heating up, and 
after 4 p. m., when all heat, lights 
and power, except that generated 
from hydro-electric plants, oil or 
candles, must be dispensed with.

Living Cost Leads 
Just 131 Per Gent 
Over Pre-War Level 


The Advance Was 1.3 Per 
Cent for Last Month and 
Total Advance Is High- 
est Ever Known. 


New York, December 9.—The cost 
of living, as based on 96 staple com- 
modities, advanced:1.3 per cent dur- 
ing the last month, and now: stands 
at 131 per cent above the pre-war 
levels, or the highest ever known, 
according to figures made public 
today by Bradstreet’s,. Textiles, pro- 
visions and groceries constitute the 
bulk of the commodities. 

The basis of the computation is 
the total wholesale price of a pound 
of each of the articles included. 
This total was $20.17656 on Decem- 
ber 1, which was eight-tenths of one 
per cent above the previous high 
level of August 1 last, 

It is an advance of 6.1 per cent 
over December 1, 1918, three weeks 
after the armistice was signed 14 
per cent over December 1, 1917, and 
131 per cent over August:-1, 1914, 

There were increases from No- 
vember 1 to December 1 last in 
forty-six’ of the commodities. Build- 


ing materials reached ._new high- 
price levels Decemher l. 

Price advances in England have 
been much greater than those in the 
United States, however, for at the 
the close of November they were 2.8 
per cent above those for the end of 
October, 12.4 per cent above those of 
a year ago and 172 per cent above 
August 1, 1914.

Indianapolis, December 9.—The 
general committee of the United 
Mine Workers of America, meeting 
here to consider President Wilson's 


proposal for ending the strike of 
bituminous coal miners, adjourned 
tonight at 6:30 o’clock without 
reaching an agreement. The com- 
mittee will meet again tomorrow 
morning at 9:30 o’clock. 


The minérs had been in continu- 
ous session since 2 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon when John L. Lewis, acting 
president of the mine workers’ or- 
ganization, presented the proposal 
of President Wilson to end the 
strike, which began more than five 
weeks ago. That the debate on 
the proposal was heated was indi- 
cated by the loud voices which came 
from behind the closed doors of the 
assembly room. 

“I have nothing to say,” said Act- 


league covenant by President Wil-ting Presidént Lewis, after the ad- 


journment, “except that we atill 
have the matter under considera- 
tion and will meet again at 9:30 
tomorrow morning.” 


Conservatives in Majority. 

Settlement of the strike of coal 
miners tomorrow confidently was 
predicted late tonight by a high 
official of the United Mine Workers 
of America. It was declared that 
the conservative element was in 
the majority and that an agree- 
ment on the president’s proposal for 
termination of the controversy was 
only a question of how long it 
would take to hear the arguments 
of all representatives who wished 
to speak. 

This official, who strongly favors 
acceptance of the new plan for end- 
ing the strike, spoke enthusiastical- 
ly of the fight made for adoption 
of the proposal by acting President 
John L. Lewis and Secretary-Treas- 
urer William Green, of the miners’ 
organization, at today’s meeting of 
the general committee of the mi- 
ners, at which the plan was pre- 
sented. This fight, eh said, was 
continued after adjournment of the 
conference at 6:30 o’clock tonight, 
and it was believed that more than 
sufficient strength was mustered to 
vote down the radical element when 
the committee reconvenes tomor- 
row. Consideration of the question 
wili be resumed at 9:30 o’clock in 
the morning. 

“Mr. Lewis and Mr. Green,” he 
said, “whole-heartedly accepted the 
proposition made them by President 
Wilson and entered into the fight 
for its adoption by the miners with 
all their strength. Settlement of 
the controversy, when it comes, will 
be greatly due to their efforts and 
it is only justice to give them credit 
for their fight. 

“The conservative element, which 
favors acceptance of the plan, is 
iclearly in the majority and there is 
no question of the final outcome.’ 


Radicals Fight Plan. 


It also was learned that four ex- 
tended caucuses in which so-called 
radicals of Indiana, Ohio, Illinois 
and western Pennsylvania partici- 
pated, were held tonight. Except 
that plans were made for continu- 
ing the fight against adoption of 
the strike settlement plan, nothing 
could be learned of the proceedings. 

Attorney General Palmer would 
make no statement tonight on the 
reersinger except to say that he ex- 
pected to remain in Indianapolis un- 
til the miners reach a decision. The 
attorney general had planned to 
leave tomorrow afternoon, but to- 
night canceled his reservations, “in 
} view of the possibility of the con- 
ference or union men lasting 
throughout tomorrow. None of the 
members of the general committee 
would talk of today’s discussions on 
the president’s proposal, but re- 
marks dropped by them tonight led 
many to believe that the conserva- 
tive members of the coal workers’ 
executive organization will eventu- 
ally win their fight for adoption of 
the plan. 


Why the Opposition. 

The general committee of the min- 
ers is composed of eighty-four in- 
ternational and district officials and 
members of the organization's exec- 
utive board and scale committee.

RAIN IS PREDICTED 

| BY WEATHER BUREAU 

The rain stopped falling in 
torrents last night about 12 
o'clock, and the thinning clouds 
held out promise of relief to the 
flood-stricken south. The pre- 
diction of the United States 
weather bureau given out last 


night was, “Rain tonight and 
Wednesday; colder, with a se- 
vere cold wave.” 


That Atlanta will very probably 
be experiencing a water famine 
within the next ten days was stated 
to be a fact early this morning at 
the city pumping station on the 
Chattahoochee river, when it bee 
came apparent that the flooded 
waters of the'river would certainly 
overflow the entire plant, unless 
additional retaining dykes can be 
built before the crest of the waters 
reaches the top of the present re 
taining walls. 

The river showed a depth of 32 
feet, which is 4 feet higher than it 
has ever been }before. This is 30 
feet higher than normal, and @ 
further rise of 2% feet will over- 


’ flow the present dykes, The rise on 


"Tuesday alone was 14 feet.

city waterworks, was at the station 
all night, doing his utmost to pré- 
vent the catastrophe by building 
additional retaining walls on top of 
the present dyke. 

Only Ten Days’ Supply. 

He stated that should the rive 
overflow the plant it would require 
at least three weeks for the neces< 
sary overhauling to again put it 
into working condition. This city 
reservoir contains only enough wa 
ter to supply the city for ten days, 
therefore it is plain that should the 
overflow, which now appears prace 
tically /inevitable, occur, Atlanta 
will have to go on very short water 
rations for the required three 
weeks before the station could 
again operate, d

Pamping Station in Danger. 
The water gauge at the Atlapta

Trains Delayed. 

Train service over the lines op- 
erating out of Atlanta will con- 
tinue, officials stated last night, 
but/ the condition of the rights- 
of-way necessitated slow progress. 
The Southern railroad reported sev- 
eral washouts on their property, 
with water flowing over the tracks 
between Atlanta and Chattanooga, 
A serious washout 10 miles south 
of Atlanta on the road to Macon 
prevented the passage of trains on 
the Southern. The trains for Ma- 
econ, officials of ‘the road stated, 
would be routed over the Central 
of Georgia tracks, and little de- 
lag was expected. The washout of 
tha Southern tracks near Peachtree 
creek would not prevent trains from 
crossing in safety. 


It was reported at the .Terminal 
station that several washouts have 
occurred on the Seaboard. right- 
of-way between Atlanta and. Bir- 
mingham, but that trains were 
crossing in safety. 

; Flood at Norcross. 

The flovud stage of the Chatta- 
hoochee river at Norcross, Gd., was 
reached shortly before dark Tues- 
day, and it was reported late last 
night that the section of town 
nearest the river was several feet 
under water. It was believed the 
record gauge reading of 22 feet at 
Norcross. would be reachd befgre 
morning. 

The enormous waterfall of Tues- 
day resulted in an almost complete 
.demoralization of the street railway 
schedules. Two jines of the com- 
pany, the Stone Mountain-South De- 
catur and the River lines, were cut 
off by washouts. Other lines were 
delayed many times by the wash- 
ing of sand and debris upon the 
tracks by the flood. 

At McDonough street a big wash- 
out cut off the South Decatur-Stone 
Mountain interurban lines, and as 
the company does not hope to re- 
pair this damage before some time 
during today, it was announced 
last night that trailers will be put 
on the Main Decatur lines today in 
order to care for passengers that 
will be transferred from Stone 
Mountain cars at Decatur. Pro- 
visions will also be made for pa- 
trons of the South Decatur line on 
both sides of the big washout. 

Several Washouts. 

~The River line was washed out 
last night at Fishers and at Cen- 
ter Hill. The first washout was not 
a serious one, but the trouble at 
Center Hill will cause a cessation 
of schedules on that portion of the 
line for several days. The patrons 
of the River line will be taken care 
of by the regular Marietta cars, the 
Inman Yard line and the Howell 
Mill road cars, all of which are in 
close proximity to the territory 
served by the River line, 

For several hours Tuesday eve-

East Lake-South Decatur line was 
interrupted by sand washing over 
the tracks at Fair street curve. Ef- 
forts were made to get the track 
cleared, but for a time th@ work 
cars could not get to the point. The 
line, however, was cleared up be- 
fore midnight and service resumed 
to East Lake and the Soldiers’ home. 

An interruption was caused on 
the Main Decatur line for several 
hours last night by washouts that 
oecurred between Mynatt and Oak- 
hurst, but these were repaired and 
cars are now running on that line, 

Repairmen at Work. 

Squads of workmen were striving 
last night despite the downpour to 
repair all the minor damages that 
occurred to the car tracks as a re- 
sult of the unprecedented rain, and 
the company gives assurance that 
service will be resumed today as 
nearly normal as possible on the city 
lines, The fact that a great many 
of the cars were put out of commis- 
sion last night suffering burned 
motors added to the problems of 
the street railway company in giv- 
ing service to the people, It was 
& night that will not soon be for- 
gotten by those who are compelled 
to use the street car system in gp- 
ing to and from work, and hun- 
dreds of people received thorough 
drenchings waiting for cars that 
were laid out either by washouts 
or other difficulties. 

Protraeted Rain. 

Persons living near the banks of 
the Chattahoochee rivgr spread the 
first tidings of alarm in. Atlanta 
with reports that the flood stage 
of the river was rapidly being 
reached, and appeals for help in 
moving valuable stores to higher 
ground received instant response in 
the city, when hundreds of volun- 
teer workers braved the elements to 
aid in the salvage of thousands of 
dollars worth of perishable goods, 

Chattahoochee Overflows. 

Late Tuesday § afternoon, the 
waters of the Chattahoochee river 
near the Cobb county line began to 
creep over the banks, and in a few 
minutes the surrounding country 
was a sea of tossing waves. Struc- 
tures in the lowlands became under- 
mined and panic-stricken inhabitants 
fled to higher ground, carrying their 
possessions with them. 

The bridge connecting Fulton 
county with Cobb seemed to be in 
imminent danger of being under- 
mined, but it held despite the vol- 
ume of rushing. water thrown 
against the concrete understructure. 
No estimate of the height reached 
by the crest of the flood at this 
point was made, but residents of 
long standing in the community 
stated they had never Known it to 
reach such a height before.

On ac- 
count of the high waters in the 
creek, a huge crack appeared in tne 
culvert, which steadily widened un- 
til the bridge became unsafe for 
travel Tuesday. 
Much Rebuilding Involved. ¢ 

Commissioners Etheridge and Tur- 
ner stated that they had also had 
reports of the damage done to the 
roads in the county. Mr. Etheridge 
stated that he thought it would take 
the entire convict force the re- 
mainder of December and the 
months of Janvuarv and February to 
get the roads in the condition they 

ere in before this deluge of rain. 

The county can do nothing until 
the rain lets up so that the public 
works department can ascertain the 
exact damage done and start to re- 
build. 

Chairman.Bill Poole said that the 
rain had proved a handicap to the 
work of the county in improvements 
and new developments. 

SRR E. Cold to Follow. 

Officials at the weather bureau 
predicted a cold wave would follow 
on the heels of the rainstorm, and 
it is believed. the freezing point. 
would be reached before the effects 
of the storm passed away. 


Cause of Ruins. 

The present precipitation, Mr. von 
Herrmann stated, was due to weath- 
er conditions on the gulf, reaching 
from Bay §$t. Louis, Mississippi, to 
Cedar Keys, Fla. Storm warnings 
for this area, sent out from bureau 
headquarters. in Washington, sev- 
eral days ago, were indicative of 
the deluge to follow in the states 
near the gulf region, and the storm 
came as no surprise to experts here. 

Longevity Records, 

While it has been raining inter- 
mittently since Saturday forenoon, 
and gteadily since Sunday noon, 
Mr. Von Herrmann stated the 
longevity of the precipitation did 
not set a record for his office. Data 
kept by him showed the record oc- 
curred in 1887, when, for nine days, 
from July 27, through August 4, 
rain fell without a stop, more than 
12% inches drenching the city be- 
fore a halt was called. 

This record was approached in 
1881, when the deluge lasted five 
days. During that rainy period, 
9.03 inches fell through the fifth 
day. Oth consecutive days on 
which thf precipitation approached 
high figures were July 6 to 10, 1916, 
8.12 inches; January 17, 1888, 
through January 21, 8.01 inches, 

Record for Month, 

The first nine days in this month, 
showing more than 10 inches rain- 
fall, will probably go down in the 
data kept at the local weather bue- 
reau as a record, was the opinion 
freely expressed Tuesday by Mr. 
Von Herrmann and his assistants. 
In 1859, “co-operative” gauges 
showed a precipitation of 11.25 
inches “for December, but these 
gauges were kept for reference pur- 
pegs only, and their accuracy has 

een under question for many years. 
The Rearest approach for the month 
of December in forty years to the 
record: already established during 
this month occurred in 1905, when 
9.54 inches of rain fell. Through 
Christmas of 1905 9.97 inches of rain 
set the high precipitation mark 
for that vear., 

Gauge readings of the Chattahoo- 
chee river, contained in bulleting is- 
sued at the Atlanta weather bureau. 
are as follows: Eufaula, Ala.. 46 
feet; West Point, 25 feet; Columbus, 
no gawge reading sent out, but 
reports indicate the river is steadily 
rising, and the flood stage will soon 
be reached, 

Railronds Hampcred. 

Rumors of the acute situation of 
the railroads, caused by the general] 
Precipitation, poured into Atlanta 
throughout the night. One of these 
reports stated the service on two 
divisions of the Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham was handicapped by the 
flooded condition of the roadbed, 
This report stated that the bridge 
at Powder Springs, Ga., was already 
three feet under water and the end 
of the rise was not yet in sight. 
The railroad bridge at Muscadine, 
Ala., was reported to have been 
swept away in the rush of the flood 
waters. 

In the yards of the Southern rail- 
road in Atlanta, at Fair street, it 
was stated that water was pouring 
in’ and doubt was expressed that 
the engines could continue to be 
Operated in that section. 


NORTHERN GEORGIA 
NOT IN FLOOD STAGE. 


Rome, Ga., December Bm ( spe- 
cial.)—Light restrictions mare’ te 
moved today by the regional board 
in Rome and surrounding cities of 
north Georgia, as this section is fur- 
nished withh ydro-electric power 
only from the plant at- Oconee dam, 
in Tennessee. Torrential rains for 
the past five days have swollen 
streams and increased availableewa- 
ter power. 

Rome rivers have risen six feet 
in the past twenty-four hours and 
the weather observer predicts a rise 
of seven feet more, to the 30-foot 
mark, which is not a flood stage, 
but which overflows low grounds, 
OCMULGEE TO REACH 
FLOOD STAGE TODAY. 

Macon, Ga, December 9.—(Special.) 
The Ocmulgee river is expected to 
reach flood stage by tomorrow morn- 
ing, the gauge at Macon this evening 
reading 15.2 feet. Flood stage is 18 
feet. The weather bureau also an- 
nounced that moré main is anticipat- 
ed, foHowing five days of downpour.

RAILROAD SERVICE 


~ GREATLY CURTALED 


Washington, December 9.—Rail- 
road travelers were brought facé 
to face today with‘the most severe 
curtailment in passenger service 
that the nation ever has known. 
While on many of the eastern roads 
service was reduced sharply yes- 
terday, it was not until] today that 
the orders of the railroad admin- 
istration began to be felt in other 
parts of the country. In still other 
sections many trains made their 
last trips tonight. 

Railroad administration officials 
estimated from informal reports re- 
ceived from regional! directors that 
approximately 200,000 train miles 
will have been cut from the pas- 
senger schedules each day before 
the end of the week. The saving 
of fuel, based on this estimate of 
the reduction in service, was placed 
at about 15,000 tons a day. Exhaus- 
tive study is being made to ascere 
tain whether additional] curailment 
can be effected without causing the 
public too much discomfiture, 

All of this reduction is necessary,,. 
officials said, even though the holi- 
day season is at hand, to check the 
drain on the nation’s rapidly-dwin- 
dling coal reserve. When the strike 
began the ‘railroad administrat{on’s

000 tons of coal. In the meantime, 
however, production has not reach- 
ed 50 per cent on any day of the 
normal amount mined.

GREAT POWER DAM

Assistant 
District Attorney George Tayler has 
been assigned to make an investi- 
gation. 

The Cunard company announced 
tonight that orders to remove the 
excess coal in the Imperator’s bunk- 
ers had been received.

BANK GETS GOOD 


OF WOMAN IN CAS 


Mrs. Bradstreet Signs 
Agreement Turning 
Over Property in Dis- 
pute to Permanent Re- 
ceivership. 


_Mrs. Catherine Bradstreet, one of 
the figures in the sensational Fair- 
burn bank case, has signed an agree- 
ment whereby she turns over all her 
property in dispute, except a few 
personal intimate belongings, to a 
permanent receivership on her prop- 
erty that was created Tuesday by a 
court order. This opens the way for 
the selling of about $20,000 worth 
of valuable diamonds, other jewels, 
automobiles and furs, that the pro- 
ceeds may be turned over to the 
Fairburn Banking company. 

Although this action apparently 
disposes of all Mrs. Bradstreet’s civil 
connection with the case. it does not 
affect the property of her husband, 
Clarence Bradstreet, her father, A. 
P., Queen, of Panthersville, or Wil- 
liam B. Green, former .vice presi- 
dent of the bank, so far as is known. 

So far the action of Mrs. Brad- 
steet in surrendering all her val- 
uable property has not affected the 
charges of embezzlement that have 
been lodged against her, or against 
Bradstreet and Green, although such 
action in many cases has resulted in 
the dismissal of criminal proceed- 
ings. , 

Order Signed Tuesday. 

The fact that Mrs. Bradstreet had 
made the settlement was not made 
public until Tuesday upon the sign- 
ing of the order by Judge John T. 
Pendleton in the superior court, al- 
though she signed the paper sur- 


rendering her property on Saturday. 
The ‘order was presented to Judge 


/Pendleton. by Henry B. Troutman, 
Hill Freeman and Reuben R. Arnold, 
of the counsel of the Fairburn Bank- 
ing company. The agreement was 
signed by Mrs. Bradstreet, and by 
Judge Ben H. Hill and Fred E, Har- 
rison, attorneys for the woman prin- 
cipal in the case. '

of Green; $824, resulting from the 
sale of proeprty of Queen; besides 
several truck-loads of furniture tak- 
en from his home on East Lake 
drive; and valuable jewelry belong- 
ing to Bradstreet. 

Mrs. Bradstreet’s Agreement. 

The agreement, signed by Mrs. 


Bradstreet, was as follows:

Statement by Committee. 

The statement issued by the 
southern region coal committee 
Tuesday afternoon follows: 

An unofficial announcement was received 
from Washington tonight that representa- 
tives of the striking coal miners, in con- 
ference with government officials at In- 
dianapolis today, had agreed to accept the 
government’s terms for the settlement of 
the strike which, since November 1, has 
kept bituminous coal production in _ the 
country down to about one-third of normal. 

Later reports indicate that an agreement 
was not actually reached and that further 
conferences will be held tomorrow. 

an agreement has been reached 
this means that relief from the, incon- 
veniences to which the public has been sub- 
jected through the necessary fuel con- 
servation program is in, sight. When the 
miners finally do decide to return to work 
it will not mean, however, that the conser- 
vation program can be abandoned imme- 
diately. It will take at least ten days, and 
perhaps longer, to bring the distribution of 
coal back to anything like normal basis, 
and until this is done the railroads must 
operate the distribution machinery set up 
to meet the crisis and the public must 
be asked to continue observance of the con- 
servation measures. Until coal is coming 
freely from the mines, and there has been 
time for at least a part of the increased 
production to move to destination, there can 
be no real change in local fuel situations. 

Before the conference at Indianapolis 
was held, the central coal committee at 
Washington had sent to the regional coal 
committees new orders for the _ curtail- 
ment of the use of coal, coke and gas, 
to become effective uniformly in all parts 
of the United States, which in some re- 
spects are more rigid than the regulations 
already being enforced in the southern re- 
gion. It has been suggested to the central 
committee that certain changes be made in 
the orders as announced, and until these 
suggestions have been passed upon, the 
southern regional committee is not promui- 
gating the new orders for observance in 
the territory under its jurisdiction. In the 
meantime, the regulations announced by 
this committee on November 29, subject 
to modifications and additions since made 
by the committee, remain in full force and 
effect, and must be strictly observed. The 
central committee’s new program is in the 
hands of the regional committee for enforce- 
ment, and its provisions do not apply in 
the southern region until they have bee 
formally announced from Atlanta. 

The general regulations were drafted by 
the central committee largely for the pur- 
pose of making the restrictions in force 
in nil regions uniform. With one or two 
important exceptions they are in accord 
with the program already in effect in the 
southern region. 

REGIONAL COAL COMMITTER. 

The committee’s statement regard- 
ing the hydro-electric plants releas- 
ed from the fuel regulations is as 
follows: 

The downpour of rain continuing today 
enabled four additional light and power 
companies to cut off, entirely, their con- 
sumption of coal, and become eligible to 
classification as exclusively hydro-electric 
plants.

Other Government Food- 
stuffs to Be Put on Mar- 
ket to Relieve Present 
High Cost of Living. 


By James A. Hollomon. 

(By Constitution Leased Wires.) 
Washington, December 9.—Realiz- 
ing the burdens upon the masses that 
the existing and ever-soarin? prices 
of living necessities are imposing 
this Christmas season, the govern- 
ment began today to utilize every 
opportunity at its command to re- 
lieve the situation, and to give to 
the poor, particularly, as long a run 
for their money as it is practicabie 
under the circumstances. 

Among the methods will be the 
releave of more than 34,000,000 
pounds of frozen beef to 
the public from the army 
surplus stock, to sell at 20 per cent 
below Chicago quotations, is prom- 
ised by the war department to be- 
gin within the next week. The beef 
will remain on general sale to 


wholesalers and retailers unti] Jan- 
uary 15, 1920, after which time it will 
be sold through any channels to the 
best interest of the government. 

The trozen or retrigerated beef 
will be- sold first exclusively 
through trade channels in not less 
than 30,000-pound carload lots, be- 
cause of the fact that refrigerating 
cars are necessary to its transporta- 
tion. The government will encour- 
age co-operation on the part of a 
number of small dealers who wish 
to buy minimum lots by group pur- 
chases. The beef will be in fore 
and hind-quarter carcass, an equal 
number of both classes of quarters 
must be ordered. 

In these sales, while not made di- 
rect to the consumer, the govern- 
ment will protect the consumer Dy 
stipulating a selling price; and 
rigidly enforcing the anti-profiteer- 
ing statutes in the event of viola- 
tions. 

Another is this: More than a mil- 
lion emergency rations, which Were 
prepared for American troops in 
France during the war, are to be 
offered for sale at the various 
stores operated by the war depart- 
ment in different parts of the coun- 
try. In addition to meat and cereal, 
the ration contains an ounce of 
sweet chocolate. The date on which 
the sale is to begin has not yet been 
announced, but will be before the 


holidays. 
Each ration, packe din _ tins, 
The contents 


weighs one pound. 

are 8% ounces of meat and heat 
component, tablets of ch colate 
and salt and pepper. The meat is 
in the form of powder, which is 
mixed with 5% ounces of wheat, 
which has been cooked and reduced 
to a coarse meal. After the evap- 
oration of all moisture, the ration 
was sealed in a vacuum so as to in- 
sure its keeping for thre@e years. 
The meat and wheat component may 
be boiled for five minutes in two 
quarts of water to make soup, or 
by boiling in three pints of water 
becomes porridge, which may be 
eaten either hot or cold. 

The government will also rush all 
of its sweets, such as preserves, 
jams, canned fruits, ete., into its 
government stores in the next few 
days in order to help furnish the 
delicacies for Christmas at reduced 
pirces.

Will Inspect Benning Today. 
Thousands Greet Gen- 
eral on Route. 


Columbus, .Ga., December 9.— 
(Speeial.J—General John J. Persh- 
ing, who arfived this afternoon from 
Savarihah, coming ‘to inspect the 
infantfy sthool at Catiip Benning, 
was given a rousing reception by 
the people 6f Columbus. General 
Pershing, his staff and Senator 
Hoké Smith were accompanied from 
Savannah by a Columbus committee 
and Were met at the station by 
representative citizens ayd escorted 
through the streets to the court- 
house, whéré public exercises were 
held: 

Thousands of people lined the 
streets and probably 10,000 heard 
General Pershing and other speak- 
ers, who’ stood on the courthouse 
steps. Senator Smith made _ the 
opening speech. 

Géeheral Pershing paid a Warm 
tributé to the American soldier, 
Whom, he declared, was the best in 
the world, and said that he occupied 
this place of distinction because of 
his traifiing, the ideas that came 
to him by inheritance and the fact 
that hé was a free and independent 
man. Back of tne stalwart worth 
of thé American soldier, he said; 
was the training given him by the 
méthers of America, and to them, 
after all, is due the credit. 

Early this evening, General 
Pérshing met the people at a public 
récéeption at the Ralston hotel, and 
this Was followed by a banquet at 
Which he, the members of-his staff 
and Sefiator Smith were guests of 
honor. Tomorrow General Pershing 
Will make 4&@ careful inspection of 
Camp Befining and the infantry 
school, His visit is the riost im- 
portant event in the history of the 
sého0l, and it is expected that his

4The statement of policy as to the 
iitimate strength of the navy and 
the time when it should be achieved 
is a reiteration of the board’s posi- 
tion as carried in its report to Sec- 

7 Daniels each year since 1915. 

Contrary to his custom for the 
last few years, Mr. Daniels did 
not make public the. board’s recom- 
mendation when his own annual re- 
Port was released, although it was 
attached to that document as it 
went to the president.

the high seas.” 

Declaring the greatest naval les- 
son of the war was the immense 
advantage of uniformity in speed

The 
telegram follows: 

“Your telegram received. You are 
fully authorized to repeat and if 
necessary publish in Mexico my 
statement to you that although I 
have been called an intervention- 
ist, I am _ positively opposed to 
armed intervention in Mexico, ex- 
cept as an absolutely last resort, 
and that my desire is for some 
friendly solution of pending ques- 
tions between the Mexican people 
and the government and the people 
of the United States. 

“If you publish this statement I 
insist that you publish also the fol- 
lowing evidence: Truths of above 
statement should be found in the 
fact that the committee have today 
given publicity to Carranza’s let- 
ters of instructions to Berlanga of 
June 14 and August 19, 1919, show- 
ing his active interference in af- 
fairs here.

“You will live to see women and 
children traveling in the air with 
little more thought than they now 
give to a trip by rail and automo- 
bile,” he said. 

To Cheek Lynching. 
Plans to check lIynehing and to 
cultivate better relations between 
the whites and blacks of the south 
formed the principal subject of dis- 
cussion by the house of southern 
governors today. The matter was 
taken up at the morning confer- 
ence, when Dr. James H. Dillard, of 
Charlottesville, Va., urged that the 
time had come when public senti- 
ment at the south would no longer 
tolerate lynchine, and was taken up 
again at the afternoon _ session, 
which was o~>*-utive. 
The governors heard from a num- 
ber of negro leaders and white men 
who have had large experience in 
dealing with negro problems, in- 
cluding W. Woods White, of At- 
lanta. It was agreed that the de- 
sired result could be achieved oniy 
by the co-oreration of the law-abid- 
ing elements of both races. 
Other topics considered bv the 
e0vernors were the elimination of 
tuberculosis and the fertilizer crisis 
which has been greatly accentuated 
by strikes and the car shortage. 
Governor Dorsey presided aver the 
general scssions of the governors’ 
conference. Governor Roherts, of 
Tennessee, was in the “chair when 
the fight against tuberculosis was 
under consideration, and Governor 
Bickett, of North Carolina, presided 
when the fertilizer problem was be- 
ing debated. 

Discuss Canal. 

The afternoon session of the con- 
gress with Vice President Thomas 


R. Preston, of Chattanooga, in the 
chair, was devoted to the consider- 
ation of the construction of the St. 
Marys-St. Marks canal, which was 
shown by Secretary of State’S. O. 
McLendon, Charles Hal] Davis, an 
attorney of Petersburg, Va. and two 
attorneys of the house committee 
on merchant marine and fisheries, 
to be not a very live question for 
the south, but one in which the 
whole country, and particularly the 
Mississippi river basin, was vitally 
interested. 
Mr. McLendon said that with the 
first shovel full of dirt dug for the 
canal ten dollars per acre would be 
added to the value of seventy mil- 
lion acres of land in the greatest 
food producing region of the world, 
potentially seven hundred million 
dollars in all, or more than five 
times the estimated cost of digging 
the waterway. 

The speaker explained that eco- 
nomic compulsion would in a few 
years necessitate the development 
of a great world port on the south 
Atlantic seaboard, comparable in 
importance to New York and New 
Orleans, The Spanish-American 
war, he said, had made the gulf of 
Mexico an inland American sea. The 
digging of the Panama canal had 
swung the south Atlantic seaboard 
into the route of world commerce 
and this commerce would be the 
prize of that port which would pre- 
pare itself to receive it. The dig- 
ging of the St. Marys-St. Marks 
canal was imposed upon the Ameri- 
can- congress in order to complete 
the work begun at Panama and to 
enable the Panama route to com- 
pete with the Suez route for the 


Mr. Davis said that the proposi- 
tion was not simply to dig a ship 
canal across peninsular Florida. 
It meant nothing less, he said, than 
changing the mouth of the Missis- 
Sippi river so that barges from the 
West Virginia, Illinois and Alabama 
coal fields might proceed by inland 
water routes all the way to a port 
on the Atlantic ocean. 
No New Scheme. 

The scheme is no new one. 
Davis said he had found in the 
archives in Washington a map 
drawn by George Washington deal- 
ing with the project. Governor 
Dorsey had shown him in Atlanta 
letters of eminent Georgians advis- 
ing the project more than a hun- 
dred years ago, he added. 

The creation of a new world 
trade route at Panama had now 
made essential the location of a 
great coaling station on the south 
Atlantic seaboard which could draw 
coal from the interior coal fields by 
a water route. The logical location 
for this was in Cumberland sound, 
which possessed the best deep wa- 
ter harbor in the south and which 
would be the eastern outlet of the 
proposed canal-Mississippi river 
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morning: session of 
Governor M. B. Wellborn,:of the At-/ 
lanta reserve. bank, read a very: il- 
luminating paper on “Financing 
Foreign Trade Direct Throush~- the 
Ports of the South.” A. M. Harris, 
of New York, discussed the neh ig) 
tion of the banker to the American 
merchant marine.

Aronow, formerly manager of the 
foreign department of Scandinavian 
bank in Seattle, an institution which 
has been largely instrumental in 
the development of the northwest, 
discussed the problems of foreign 
exchange in the light of post-war 
developments. ; eo 

Dr. George B. Vincent, of the 
Rockefeller foundation in New York, 
told of what had been done by Gen- 
eral Gorgas as the finishing achieve- 
ment of his career toward the elimi- 
nation of yellow.fever in the world. 
Within the past yemr the disease 
had been wiped out of Guayaquail, 
Ecuador, he said, which was prob- 
ably the worst plague spot in the 
world. 

At the morning conference of gov- 
ernors, Dr. Dillard, of Charilottes- 
ville, Va., made a very frank talk 
upon the lynching question and what 
its solution meant to the south. 


‘Nhe Race Question. 

“The time has arrived,” he de- 
clared, ‘when we must put a stop 
to lynchings of negroes in this sec- 
tion. Public sentiment demands it. 
I could not have said as much six 
years ago, although I believe that 
90 per cent of our people have al- 
ways been against lynching. Now 9% 
per cent of the remaining 10 per 
cent are ready to back you in stop- 
ping it. It is with the power of you 
gentlemen to rid the south of this 
blot on its good name.” , 

Another phase of the n 
tion, and one 
the southern whites more vitally 
than lynching, was touched: upon by 
Governor Dorsey in his discussion 
of the elimination of tuberculosis. 
He showed, as the result of an in- 
vestigation which he had had in- 
stituted by the board of health of 
Georgia, that no less than 42 per 
cent of the deaths from tuberculosis 
in Georgia for nine months of this 
year was among the class of domes- 
tic servants. The greatest mortality 
from tuberculosis was among negro 
females between the ages of 20 and 
45 years. 

“These are the women,” he said, 
“who nurse our children, cook our 
food and wash our clothes. Until 
you reach this class you can never 
get rid of the white plague. Unless 
you stop the negroes from contract- 
ing and purveying the disease to oth- 
ers it is useless for you to fight it.” 

The governors passed resolutions 
pledging their support to a definite 
program looking to the elimination 
of the white plague from every com- 
munity in the south, 

Mayors’ Session. 

A very interesting session of the 
mayors of southern cities was held 
in the afternoon, presided over by 
Mayor Glen Toole, of Macon; May- 
ors Murray Stewart, of Savannah, 
and J. B. Bialock, of Columbia, deal- 
ing with municipal problems. 

The educational section of the 
congress devoted much of its time 
today to the illiteracy problem of 
the south. Speeches were made by 
Superintendent of Schools -Frank 
Spalding of Cleveland, Ohio; W. H. 
Hand, of Columbia, C.; Senator 
Hoke Smith and Dr. P. P. Claxton, 
commissioner of education at Wash- 
ington Dr. George F. James, of Chi- 
cago, talked of the function of mili- 
tary training in education, 

Tomorrow morning’s meetings will 
probably be the most important of 
the congress, aB the resolution com- 
mittee will then make its report and 
the results of the meeting will be 
consolidated in the form of a series 
of resolutions to be put forward as 
next year’s program for southern de- 
velopment. 

Oie of the greatest features of 
the day’s session of the congress 
was the speech of Governor 'M. B. 
Wellborn, of the Sixth District Fed- 
eral bank, who declared that fmmanc- 
ing of foreign trade through south- 
ern ports is féasible and’ desirable, 
and numerated the requirements 
that will have to be worked out to 
accomplish this. 


Weliborn’s Speech. 


After tracing the history of Amer- 
ican shipping through secession days 
and showing that this country was 
practically dependent unon foreign 
shipping in 1914, Mr. Wellborn de- 
clared that the world war forced the 
United States to an awakening and 
that the progressive American mind 
turned toward the upbuilding of a 
great merchant marine. 

“While acceptance privileges grant- 
er to member banks have greatly 
strengthened our position as a finan- 
cial center of the world,” he said, 
“we must not delude ourselves in 
believing that they are sufficient to 
entitle us to first place in the finan- 
cial field. We need additional ac- 
ceptance credit facilities, and these 
can best be provided for by the es- 
tablishment of expert corporations 
having the power to execute ac- 
ceptances. The bankers and in-

In addition to 
providing for the formation of such 
corporations by’ individuals, congress 
went so far as to permit. national 
banks to subscribe for stock in such 
corporations, and, if 1 mistake not, 
nearly all of the states in our sec- 
tion of the country permit state 
banks to make such subscriptions. 

‘If I may say so. without aprear- 
ing hypocritical, we are too prone 
to wait for outside capital to finance 
such enterprises. There was a time, 
for many years after the civil war, 
that we were compelled, through 
necessity, to await outside financial 
assistance in nearly ll of our un- 
dertakings; but, with the prosperity 
that has come to the south in late 
years, and producing as we do the 
greatest of the nation’s.export crops, 
it is high time that we begin to, turn 
our thourcht* to the great problems 
of marketing and distribution. 


The Warchouse Act. 


\ 


“And, in this connection, congress 
has rendered valuable assistance in 
the enactment of thé warehouse act 
providing for'a system of licensed 
warehouses, bonded under the act, 
insuring proper safeguards as to 
storage and records and the issu- 


ance of a negotiable receipt show- 


ing the classification and grade of 
the product stored. These ware- 
houses can be utilized as a chain of 
feeders for export trade; and more 
especially does this pertain to cotton 
so stored, which has been classified 


and graded under government super- 


vision and is ready for assembling 
direct at ports of shipment. 

“It is important that we secure the 
appointment of foreign consuls or 
resident consular agents in all the 
leading cities of the south. This will 
enable the producer and the manu- 
facturer to keep more closely in 
touch with the needs of foreign 


countries, and furnish the financial 


agencies of our section with a more 


direct line upon the foreign countries 


where arrangements should be made 
with foreign. banking : institutions 
to facilitate the transactions of our 
exporters. Furthermore, it is equal- 
ly if not of greater importance that 
we enlarge the duly accredited con- 
sular representation of the United 
States in all the ports of the world, 
so that our ships, when they dis- 
charge their cargoes at such points, 
can be granted clearance as speedily 
as possible and proceed to the next 
port, and not be dependent upon the 
representatives of other countries 
to vise clearance papers, who quite 
naturally would expedite. the inter- 


lests of their own countries. 


“These representatives would not 
only facilitate the movement of our 
vessels. but would be the best agen- 
cies for our exporters t6 get in 
couch with, so as to ascertain the 
needs of the particular country 
which we could supply. It would do 
away with the system now in force 
whereby consular agents of other 
countries are in position to obtain 
information -as to our buyers and 
sellers, prices and financial agrange- 
ments—a system which fails to im- 
press upon the foreign buyer the 
strength and importance of our peo- 
ple. and, in a measure,, stultifies the 
dignity. of our nation.. 

“The financing of exports isnot & 
difficultror involved proceeding and 
does no-tdiffer very materially from 
the financing necessary in connection 
with domestic transactions. 


“With acceptance credit facilities 
of our financial institutions, and 
with the additional facilties opened 
by the formation of the export cor- 
porations to which I have made 
reference, the financing can be ar- 
ranged, so that, so far as you are 
concerned your sales will be made 
on a cash basis. 

“The field is wide and we should 
lose no time in perfecting our or- 
ganizations so that we mav secure 
bearing in mind that, whole our 
our full share of export business, 
southern financial institutions can 
zo a long way in assisting, addition-

This commission 
would include in its personnel one 
practical miner and one active mine 
owner or operator, and would not 
only adjust the wage question as re- 
lated to the increased cost of living, 
but would adjust coal prices to meet 
the wage advance without allowing 
too great a burden to be placed upon 
the public. 

The attorney general in making 
public the president’s proposal, stat- 
ed that it had been prepared by the 
chief executive with a view to ap- 
pealing to the miners gerierally 
throughout the country. However, 
he said, before it was madé public, 
Acting President Lewis and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer William Green, of 
the mine workers, called upon him 
Saturday afternoon and were shown 
the president’s statement. The un- 
ion leaders, Mr. Palmer said, final- 
ly agreed to urge their general com- 
mittee to accept the president’s plan 
and called the meeting here today. 

In order that the plan for settle- 
ment might be submitted to the 
general committee this afternoon, 
the government this morning asked 
and obtained postponement of hear- 
ing of charges of criminal contempt 
pending in federal court here 
against the 84 union heads who form 
the general committee. 

Investigution Postponed. 

At the same time, Judge Anderson 
granted a motion by government at- 
torneys for postponement of a fed- 
eral grand jury investigation of al- 
leged’ violation of the Léver law 
and anti-trust acts, by both miners 
and operators. The contempt pro-< 
ceedings are set for hearing next 
Tuesday and the grand jury investi- 
gation for the following day. 

Attorney General Palmer was in 
the court room this morning when 
the contempt cases came up (for 
trial, but took no part in the pro- 
ceedings.

SUGAR SHORTAGE 


Department of Justice and 
Sugar Board Scored ‘for 
High Prices and Short- 
age—Board Denies Large 
Exports Being Made. 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia Publi¢ 


Service—C epyright, 1919.) 

Washington, December 9.—The 
charge that the government’s han- 
dling of the sugar situation has 
brought about both the existing 
shortage and the high prices that 
the consumer is forced to pay, was 
made in the senate in the course of 
a debate on the sugnr shortage, 
initiated by Senator Baroh, of Idaho. 

Failure of the sugar equalization 
board to arrange for the purchase 
of this year’s Cuban crop, and the 
action of the department of jus- 
tice in allowing a price of 17 cents 
a pound for the Louisiana crop, 
were the two causes to which the 
s€nators attached the greatest 
blame, 

Failure to control the Cuban crop, 
senators said, has resultedin a 
large portion of it having been 
bought for the foreign market, so 
that American refineries are ex- 
porting nearly twice the normal 
amount to European countries. 

The high. price allowed for the 
Louisiana crop, it was said by Sena- 
tor Pomerene, of Ohio, and others. 
has driven beet Sugar, for which 
the price is only 10% cents a pound. 
off the market in many instances,

It 
is true that some sugar has been 
exported, but it represents last 
year’s Cuban crop, which was 
bought by this country with the un- 
derstanding that the allies would 
get approximately one-third of it. 
[I hope this matter will be pressed 
upon our consideration until steps 
will be taken to buy as much as we 
need of the Cuban. crop, « even 
though we have to bid for it in 
competition with Europe.

72,000 tons. Of this amount the 
board asserts, 44,000 tons belongs tu 
the British government, and was: 
sent here from Cuba to be refined. 
“This sugar was bought,” the 

statement Adds, “by the British roy,- 
al°commission acting for France 
and Italy, as well as for tfe United 
Kingdom, last year in Cuba and 
comes to this country only to be re- 
fined. The only way in which it 
affects us is that it makes possible 
the use of American capital and 
labor in refining Enelish sugars.”

Borah Reads Dispatch. 


Senator Borah introduced the sub- 
ject by reading a press dispatch of 
December 5, showing that sugar is 
being exported from this country. 
He said officials of the department 
of commerce had stated that during 
October, . just passed, 108,000,000 
pounds of sugar was exported, com- 
pared with 80,000,000 in the same 
month Jast year. He observed that 
our exports now amounted, on this 
i basis, to about 50 per cent on the 
domestic production of sugar for 
the year ended June 30 last. He cal- 
culated that during that year 
this country produced 2,099-000,- 
000 pounds, over half of which, at 
the rate of present exports, would 
go abroad. 

The senator read, also, a letter 
from Pittsburg. complaining that it 
was impossible to get sugar, and de- 
claring that there is reason to be- 
lieve speculators are making huge 
profits out of the shortace.

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WHERE IT BELONGS. 


It is reassuring to the country, 
and especially to the mothers of 
the sons of America, to know that 
the Mexican embroglio has been 
dropped by the senate and .is to be 
left in the hands of the executive 
department of the government, 
where it belongs. 

“With the utmost frankness” 
President Wilson told the senate 
that he “should be gravely c»on- 
cerned to see any such resolution” 
as that introduced a few days ago 
by Senator Fall, of New Mexico, to 
sever diplomatic relations between 
the United States and Mexico, 
“pass the congress;” for “it would\ 
constitute a reversal of our consti- | 
tutional practice, which might lead 
to very grave confusion in regard 
to the guidance of our foreign 
affairs.” 

The president pointed out “that 
the initiative in directing the rela- 
tions of our government with for- 
eign governments is assigned by 
the constitution to the executive, 


_ and to the executive only.” 


Whereupon, the Wilson-haters in 
the senate, seeing this latest 
. scheme to embarrass the president 
shot through by an intellect keener 
than theirs, feigned an injured air, 
as would become one whose proffer 
of beneficence had been misunder: 
stood, figuratively withdrew them- 
selves from the executive’s domain 
—standing not upon the order of 
their going—and returned the Mex- 
ican situation to the president, 
simply with: “Very well; he may 
deal with it!” 

“We wanted to help,” said Sena- 
tor Lodge; “but now the entire 
situation goes to the president. 
The responsibility is on his shoul: 
ders. Let it rest there,’—which is 
precisely in accordance with the 
president’s polite, but unmistaka- 
bly emphatic, request. 

When Lodge, the bellwether of 
the Wilson head-hunters, declared 
that “we wanted to help” his 
words are belied by the record of 
himself and his coterie covering 
the entire period of the Wilson ad- 
ministration. “Jpon no occasion 
have they ever manifested even 
the semblance of a desire to help 
the president in the creditable so- 
lution of any problem; but their 
actions invariably have indicated 
a desire diametrically opposed to 
that. 

It now seems apparent, too, that, 
disappointed by Senator Fall’s 
forced favorable report of the 
president’s mental condition, the 
political freebooters, seeing the 
plight inte which a continuance of 
their course regarding the Mexican 
situation inevitably would leai 
them, did the only thing that was 
left for them to do to escape fur- 
ther public scorn and yielded grace- 
fully and unceremoniously to the 
executive’s positive suggestion 
that they take hands off.

In part, the ladies said in their 
report to the board of education 
that— 


“anyone trying to find our Tech 
High school will need a guide, as 
the main building, the only one 
owned by Atlanta, looks like a 
warehouse and has no name above 
it. A red mud field is the play- 
sround and the other buildings are 
cheap frame ‘houses once used as 
flats and now converted into school- 
rooms, without artificial lights of 
any kind. The windows are dark- 
ened by the adjoining dwellings 
and the rooms are so dark on cloudy 
days that the instructions written 
on blackboards cannot be read by 
pupils at the rear of the rooms.” 


A high school student is keenly 
sensitive about the school he at- 
tends, and his school day associa- 
tions — buildings, grounds, trees, 
schoolmates and teachers—stamp 
an impression upon hig character 
that remain with him through life. 
That is human. nature, and there 
is no escaping from it. 

At Tech High school the lady 
visitors told the school board they 
were “impressed by the appear- 
ance, the spirit and enthusiasm of 
the 1,100 boys in attendance there; 
with a splendid faculty, loyal, well 
organized and doing fine work; 
and proud of the excellent mechan- 
icale equipment and the work 
turned out by the students.” But, 
as to the matter of pride in the 
school buildings and surroundings, 
the students feel, the ladies de- 
clared in their report, that visiting 
athletic teams are: steered clear of 
the school and taken to the ball 
grounds, “as the loyal Atlanta pu- 
pils are ashamed to let the visiting 
boys see what Atlanta has pro- 
vided for them!” 

The same general conditions sur- 


‘round the Girls’ High and other 


Atlanta school buildings; and a 
similar report would as aptly apply 
to the Atlanta public school system 
as a whole. 

And the most humiliating thing 
about it all is that there is no pos- 
sible excuse for conditions being 
as they are. 

If the city were impoverished, 
unproductive and lacking in re- 
sources these facts would offer a 
measure of palliation for existing 
conditions in our school system: 
but it is not. Instead, Atlanta, in 
point of excess of assets over lia- 
bilities, is the richest city of its 
sive, perhaps, in the whole country. 

The only reason why it starves 
its schools and other public insti- 
tutions instead of providing for 
them in a manner commensurate 
with their importance and the 
city’s potential ability is that At- 
lanta is held down by a miserly, 
skinflint, archaic and obsolete 
form of government, and shrinks 
from ~mploying its splendid credit. 

Some day the people of this city 
are going to experience a great 
awakening and soon thereafter 
such conditions as the board of 
lady visitors found at Tech High 
school will cease to exist!

Men and Business 
By RICHARD SPILLANE 


A remarkable case which may 
have a reflection in other parts of 
the country is engaging the earn- 
est attention of people in the north- 
west. 

Edwin Selvin is editor of a com- 
mercial and economic journal, The 
Businegs Chronicle, published in Se- 
attle. It was in Seattle that Ole 
Hansen was mayor when the I. W. 
W. forces endeavored to start a 
“Russian revolution.” It was in Cen- 
tralia, which is not far away, that 
reds shot down service men in uni- 
form marching in the streets, un- 
armed, in a parade on the first an- 
niversary of Armistice day. 

Mr. Selvin has been vigorous in his 
denunciation of the radical element, 
and immediately after the Centralia 
massacre ‘he wrote an editorial de- 
nouncing the bolshevist conspiracy 
to overturn the American govern- 
ment and destroy American institu- 
tions. In this editorial there was 
one paragraph which read: 

“Real Americans must rise as one 
man in the righteous wrath of out- 
raged patriotism. First invoke such 
legal machinery as we have; and if 
that is not sufficient, then hastily 
construct something fool proof. We 
must smash every un-American and 
anti-American organization in the 
land. We must put to death the 
leaders in this gigantic conspiracy 
of murder, piilage and revolution. 
We must imprison for life aii the

aiders and abetters of native birth. 
We must deport the aliens.” 
He not only printed the editorial 


'in his own paper, but paid to have it 


printed as an advertisement in The 
The Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer and The Seattle.Star. 

The Post-Intelligencer prints four 


.editions. The Selvin article appear- 


ed in the first two editions and was 


{left out of the later two. 


Then The Post-Intelligencer, un- 
der the caption “In Repudiation,” 
printed a public apology, declaring 
the advertisement had been accepted 
without the knowledge of the edi- 
tors and, so soon as character 


was appreciated, it was taken out. 
The paper declared it had no more 
sympathy with the ideas suggested 
by Mr. Selvin than those of the 
reddest advocate of anarchy. 


Mr. Selvin branded the statement 
of the newspaper as false. He made 
an affidavit in which he explained 
in detail how he had gone with the 
advertisement to the president and 
publisher of The Post-Intelligencer 
and with the business manager pres- 
ent, the ad had been read, appruvea 
and ordered printed by the presi- 
dent-publisher. 

Also he furnished a set of resolu- 
tions adopted by the unionized em- 
ployees of the paper denouncing the 
Selvin editorial ad, characterizing 
The Post-Intelligencer as utterly de- 
praved and stating that if the busi- 
ness management of the paper could 
not demonstrate capacity and sa- 
gacity, the employees wou?i find 
means to protect themselves from 
its “campaign of destruction.” 

It appears that when the em- 
ployees in the mechanical depart- 


ifs 


the Selvin ad they halted in their 
work, held what in newspaper par- 
lance is termed a “chapel meeting,” 


and not only notified the manage- 
ment that the ad must be “killed” 
at once, but assurances given that 
no advertisement or editorial inimi- 
cal to the aims of organized labor 
should appear thereafter. 

As a result of the demand of the 
200 or more employees of the me- 
chanical departments, The Post-In- 
telligencer people seem not only to 
have surrendered by “killing” the 
Selvin ad, but by printing an edi- 
torial repudiation of the article and, 
later, printing the resolutions adopt- 


ment of The Post-Intelligencer read | 


}ed by by the chapel meeting ex- 
coriating and insulting the manage- 
ment of the paper. 


Coincident with the action of the 
newspaper employees, the labor 
unions of the city demanded the in- 
dictment of Selvin as a disturber of 
the public peace and an inciter to 
murder. United States District Attor- 
ney Robert C. Saunders refused to 
act unless instructed by Attorney 
General Palmer. Thereupon William 
Short, president of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, is reported to have 
telegraphed to A. Mitchell Palmer 
that Selvin’s article “advocated the 
putting to death of the leaders of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
the imprisonment for life of all its 
membership born in America and 
the deportation of those members 
who are not citizens” and “that hun- 
dreds be murdered.” 

Whether Mr. Palmer did anything 
in the case is not stated, but Mr. 
Selvin was called before the federal 
grand jury and his indictment fol- 
lowed. His prosecution igs pushed 
by The Seattle Union Record, which 
is owned by the Central Labor 
Council. This paper was seized by 
the government shortly after the 
Centralia tragedy, but later re- 
leased. It also was conspicuous in 
its violence against Ole Hansen 
while he was mayor, 


Seattle has been a remarkably 
strong union city. Whether due to 
the affair in which Hansen figured 
so conspicuously, or the Centralia 
killing, or the Selvin incident, or all 


three, the chamber of commerce, by 
almost unanimous vote, has declared 
for the open shop in every branch 
of business. It is printing big ads 
appealing to business men to free 
themselves from union domination, 
and declaring that if they do not act 
the growth and prosperity of the 
city will be retarded. 

Apparently Seattle jg in for some 
lively days. 


What are you to think of the Sel- 
vin affair? The language he used 
in his editorial was strong, but in 
view of the Centralia horror—the 
murder of patriotic Americans by 
enemies of America—it Was not sur- 
prising. The supine action of The 
Post-Intelligencer is suggestive of 
what comes with soviet terrorism. 

The labor leaders may consider 
they achieved a victory, but they 
may have reason to say, as did a 
famous soldier on a historic oc- 
casion, “if we have such another 
victory, we are undone.” 

There would be no freedom of the 
press if labor unions were to ex- 
ercise censorship. It is idle for la- 
bor to inveigh against injustice 
when it resorts to such injustice. 

The president of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor apparently. falsi- 
fied’ Selvin’s editorial in order to in- 
fluence the, attorney general of the 
United States. If he was horrified 
by the murder of the ex-soldiers 
marching in the Centralia procession 
there is no record of the fact. 

Labor has not demanded the in- 
dictment of William Z. Foster, au- 
thor of “Syndicalism” and organizer 
of the steel strike. Foster advocated 
murder, perjury, arson, race suicide, 
destruction of private property. 

Is it a crime to be vigorous in 
your expressions of wrath toward 
those who would turn America into 
a red republic, and a virtue to be 
unbridled in your expressions of 
everything denunciatory of Ameri- 
ca and American institutions? 

The labor leaders of the northwest 
are doing a disservice to the c@use 
of labor.

Don’t Blame It on Grandfather (13) 
What? The Danger of Being Alive. 

If our arteries are not wearing 
as well as we could wish, is it 
grandfather’s fault or our own 
fault? If our Jungs are not strong 
enough to repel the tuberculosis 
germss which 90 per cent of us har- 
bor somewhere in the body from 
infancy, is that grandma’s fault or 
the fault of our present environ- 
ment? If our kidneys peter out at 
middle age and our breathing mech- 
anism begins to get wheezy and in- 
efficient at 50, should we blame our 
ancestors or ourselves? 

Is disease ever inherited? 

The possibilty that it may be in- 
herited is so remote that it is 
scarcely to be considered. The 


answer is that disease is practically 
not heritable. 


What? Consumption not inheri- 
ted? 

Consumption is certainly not in- 
herited. 

Syphilis not inherited? 

All recent evidence, especially the 
scientific evidence obtained by mi-. 
croscopic and blood tests, tends to 
discredit the former theorr that 
syphilis is inherited. Syphilis is 
all too frequently present at birth— 
but that is infection acquired by 
contact, not inheritance. It was 


formerly supposed that a syphilitic 
child might be born of a healthy 
mother from ae syphilitic father. 
Wassermann tests in such cases 
seem to demonstrate that the moth- 
er, though apparently healthy, 
nevertheless harbors syphilis in her 
blood—she has been infected by the 
syphilitic father, but the disease 
has remained latent, for some un- 
known reason. 

It is or was an easy going habit 


with people whose knowledge of 
hygiene was negligible to ascribe 


chronic bronchitis, heart disease, 
joint diseases, apoplexy, Bright's 
disease, tuberculosis—well, about 
every important disease, to heredity. 
The delusion that cancer is inheri- 
ted causes untold anxiety and un- 
warranted pessimism. Of course 
there is no reason to uppose that 
cancer is ever inherited: cancer is, 
a very common disease which oc- 
curs sooner or later in practicaliy 
every family.; So does coryza or 
pneumonia or’ senility, but that is 
mn frail excuse for ascribing the dis- 
ease to heredity. 

Health sense is not just common 
sense, nor is it horse sense, though 


these latter senses occasionally 
serve good health. Health sense is 
that real assurance which comes 
only from careful study of personal 
hygiene. The less health sense an 
individual] has the more of his -ail- 
ments he ascribes to grandpa, the 
weather, ill luck, the climate and 
whatever other extraneous and 
unalterable factors he can trump 
up. The health ignorant individual 
is a pessimist on health, a scoffer 
at hygiene, and a menace to all who 
associate with him. 

Years ago, especially in hospitals 
and clinics, the family history was 


deemed as important as the 
patient’s own medical history. 
Years ago insurance companies 
never failed to pry into grandfa- 
ther’s habits, diseases, age and s0 
forth. Today the reliable, progres- 
sive life insurance companies do 
not even ask the applicant whether 
he ever had a grandfather; they are 
not insuring grandfather, they are 
insuring the applicant.

Is Aspirin Harmful 


Does aspirin have any ill effect 
when taken in moderate doses, say 
three five-grain tablets a day, for 
colds, headache, toothache, etc.?

ANSW ER—Acetyl-salicylic acid 
is the official name (aspirin being 
the trade-mark name of one *-:and), 


This drug seems to be as effective 
a pain-killer as the oldc.ur coal-tar 
derivatives, such as acetanilide 
and phenacetin. It should not be 
taken for “colds,” in my opinion, 
unless under careful medical ob- 
servation. From five to ten grains 
as a dose will rarely produce de- 
pression. Certain inuividuals, with- 
in fifteen or twenty minutes after 
even a single dose of acetyl-salicylic 
acid develop sudden edema (dropsy) 
in the larynx with violent asthma 
and sometimes hives. One fatality 
was apparently produced by 200 
grains of aspirin taken in the course 
of six hours by a man with influ- 
enza. This drug, however, is the 
least harmful drug we have for the 
relief of severe pain. Persons who 
habitually use acetanilide in any of 
the thausand and one headache, 
neuralgia, migraine or “nerve” nos- 
trums, would be much less injured 
by acetyl-salicylic acid tablets.

DESPITE CAUTION, 
REPUBLICANS ER 


No Provision Made for 
Volunteers in Late War 

. by Bill Providing Extra 
Pay for Regulars—Re- 
publicans Responsible. 


By James A. Hollomen. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, December 9.—The re- 


publicans in congress, afraid of their 
shadows and so guarded against the 
making of political blunders that 
they are practically at a legisla- 
tive standstill. have just made a 
blunder in spite of their caution that 
millions of ex-service Men who be- 
long to the national guard and the 
nationa] army will not forget at the 
election booths. 

The next of kin of regular army 
officers and men who were killed or 
have died since October 6, 1Ji7, are 
given an additional allowance of six 
months’ pay in a senate bill just 
passed by the nouse of representa- 
tives. lt is restricted to “régular 
army.” 

The bill, steered through the house 
by Representative Anthony, republi- 
can, of Kansas, does not apply to 
members of the national guard, 
Representative Anthony explaining 
that service in the regular army “is 
of an entirely different nature from 
the service rendered by the other 
men, and we should consider it pure- 
ly in that light.” 

Stirs Hornets’ Nest. 


Representative Anthony’s action in 
pressing the bill has stirred up a 
hornet’S nest among the old-line 
leaders, many believing it is in «ai- 
rect conflict with resolutions recent- 
ly adopted at the first national con- 
vention of the American legion in 
Minneapolis. The resolutions, framed 
by délezates representing more than 
men, declared 
that “the officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel entering the army from civil 
life during the recent war bore the 
same risks, the same responsibilities 
and burdens under identical condi- 
tions with officers and enlisted me 
of the regular army” and decri 
discriminatory legislation as “being 
in principle un-American.” 

Representative Anthony, in an- 
swering objections to tlie bill, said: 

“Far be it from me to minimize 
the service of those outside of the 
regular army during the last war. 
But assuming that the officer or 
the soldier of the regular and the 
soldier from civil life- went into .ar 
on the same footing exactly, many 
of the regular army officers, in ad- 
dition to that war service, have giv- 
en to the country from fifteen to 
twenty-five years of previous service,

Value of Community Cooking Lessons 


BY ISMA DOOLY 
While women are being called more and more every day into respon- 
sibilities they have never carried before, and while they are ably sup- 
porting these added responsibilities, there must not be lost sight of 
the fact that they are still expected to provide the living atmosphere 
of the community—that is, they are looked to to protect the needs of 


the “inner man.” 


The crowded condition of Atlanta, the limitations as to homes, 
either in the matter of individual houses, or apartments, the crowded 
condition of hotels and boarding houses, and finally the high cost of 
building and labor, which is retarding the adjustment of these condi- 
tions, makes difficult the living problem under even the more favor- 


able circumstances. 


Many people consider themselves lucky to find a lodging place; 
then, the next problem is to find somewhere to eat, and then there 
comes the question, especially in the case of small children, how to 
prepare food in the emergency which may come. 

Suppose people have a place to lodge, and a place to take their 
meals; a member of the family group becomes ill, and it is necessary 
to prepare a meal wherever the patient is, and it devolves upon the 


woman of the family to do it, and then arises the question: 


“Does 


she know how to do it, and can she do it?” 
This at once indicates the advisability of every woman learning 
how to prepare certain eatables, and that in limited space, and with 


limited facilities. 


Lessons in this angle of cooking will be taught in the cooking 
classes which were inaugurated yesterday morning in the Community 
Service club, on Peachtree street, Mrs. S. T. Dull, the culinary artist, 


in charge. 


These lessons are free, and they will not only be helpful 


to the woman who must know how to do emergency living, but the 
woman who inust confront the temporary domestic complications pre- 
cipitated by the war, and not yet adjusted. 

The same conditions in a way are confronting all countries touched 
by the war, and the most critical conditions, we are told, are the result 


in Great Britain. 


Other avenues of labor have been opened to people 


who had before the war been exclusively employed in domestic labor. 
Many like the change, and will not return to their former avoca- 


tions. 


But with the gradual adjustment which reconstruction will 


pring, these conditions in Great Britain and other countries will neces- 
sarily react, and the domestic labor problems everywhere will undergo 


a change. 


In the meantime people must eat—and eat properly prepared food— 
and this responsibility of preparing it, especially in the case of the 


family, devolves upon women. 


If they do not know anything about simple cooking, 


it will partially 


solve their problem to learn at Jeast the elementary principles. 

Here again is shown the practicability of the cooking classes 
initiated by the Atlanta Community service, with its headquarters in 
the Community club house on Peachtree.

furnituresmakers who § flourished 
in England during what is some- 
times called “the golden age of 
English furniture, was George 
Heppelwhite. The historians seem 
to know very little about this gen- 
tleman personally, and the name 
“Heppelwhite” has come to mean a 
certain type of furniture, rather 
than the actual work of any one 
man. 

In strong contrast with Chippen- 
dale, the Heppelwhite chair was 
light, delicate and graceful—almost 
fragile. It grew smaller, too, ar 
hoopskirts begain to go out! In place 
of the elaborate carving of Chippen- 
dale, there was a great deal of in- 
lay; and while Chippendale worked 
ehtirely in mahogany. Heppelwhite 
ventured into satinwood, highly 
polished and japanned. 

Whether Heppelwhite really 
started it or not, the shield-shaped 
back is attributed to him, and a 
“Heppelwhite” is generally distin- 
guished at a glance if it has this 
back. The legs slow a fittle more 
decoration, too. Instead of the mas- 
sive curved legs of Chippendale of 
the straight, slender ones of Shera- 
ton, Heppelwhite made fluted and 
reeded icgs, ending in the spade feet 
used by all three to some extent.

NO PEACEFDL MEETING 
OF AMERICAN LEAGLE 


New York, December 9.— Hopes 
for a peaceful meeting of the 
American league tomorrow were 
dashed after a conference be- 
tween representatives of the 
two factions broke up tonight. 
Negotiations ended when Charles 
Comiskey, president of the Chicago 
club, who met Frank Navin, head 
of the Detroit club, accused the five 
clubs loyal to President Ban John- 
son of intending to “railroad 
through legislation favorable to 
the league president, who is under 
fire from three club owners. 
Charges that the talk of peace by

There are several members of the 
American league who will put up 
a battle this year against that sort 
of thing. 

They are naturally the men who 
have no “spit ball” flingers on their 
teams and who call to mind the fact 
that it was the so-called “spit ball’ 


pitchers who won flags last season 
ror Chicago and Cincinnati. 


Two Greatest Offenders. 


Cicotte of the Chicago White Sox 
and Hod Eller of the Cincinnati: 
Reds are the two pitchers singled 
out as the greatest offenders in the 
“spit ball’ line. 

As a matter of fact, the question 
is not a debatable one, and should 
have no place in the regular pro- 
ceedings of the American league. 
For, as a matter of fact, too, the so- 
called “spit ball” is something in- 
tangible, a myth, a thing that does 
not really exist. 

When Ed Walsh, the peerless 
pitcher of the world champion Chi- 
cago White Sox, in years gone by, 
Was at the top crest of his glory, it 
was. said: he used the “spit ball.” 
But if he did it was no good to him 
in later years, when the real pitch- 
ing strength had gone out of his 
great right arm. 

The same could be said of many 
other great pitchers, charged at 
one time with using the so-called 
“spit ball,” but who later had to 
quit the business when their arms 
gave out. 

There was no such thing as “spit 
ball” ever talked about until Ed 
Walsh won a world’s championship 
one day all by his lonely for the 
Chicago White Sox. Then thers 
went up a cry that his skill was all 
due to the “spit ball.’ 

Those who told the story told of 
how Walsh had got his “spit ball” 
from Stricklett, a miinor league 
pitcher, who was the first to dis- 
cover it. 

But old players like Captain An- 
son, who saw the first band of pro- 
fessidnal players and who has had 
an eye on the present-day profes- 
sionals, and ofher old-timers just 
like himself, remember that many 
‘of the old pitchers wet the ball just 
as Strickett and Walsh have done in 
recent years, but nothing was 
thought of it. 

“Phonny” Martin the famous 
slow-ball pitcher of the old Eck- 
fords, of Brooklyn, against whom 
Anson batted in 1870, is alive today. 
and he says that Bobby Matthews, 
the leading pitcher of 1870. not only 
pitched the curve ball almost as 
soon as its discoverer, Arthur Cum- 
mings, of the Stars of Brooklyn, in 
1869, but that Bobby had a ball that 
no other pitcher of that early pe- 
riod had, and that it was the very

same sort of a ball as that known 
today as the “spitter.” 
Bob Matthews’ Sensation. 

Talking of the “Spit ball” of the 
present time, Martin the other day 
said: 

“I was pitcher a captain of the 
old Eckfords in 1868, when we took 
a trip to Baltimore’ to play the Lord 
Baltimores, then @ famous club. 
Dobby Matthews Was pitching for 
the Baltimores at the time, and weil 
can [ remember the sensation he 
oecasioned. ; 

“We managed to beat the Balti- 
mores the first game, but they put 
it all over us in the second game, 
and all because Matthews’ pitching 
was a revelation to us, and we 
thought wé Knew about everything 
about baseball there was going. 
Matthews rubbed ‘the ball with his 
hands and Kept one side of it per- 
fectly white. Then>he would moist- 
en it with his fingers and let it go. 

“The ball woulda not only take a 
decided curve at times, but at other 
times would drop and curve in, the 
exact counterpart, in fact, of 
Christy Mathewsons famous later 
fadeaway. You may not pelileve it, 
but. I am right, for 1 saw it. Re- 
ports of the game in the newspa- 
pers, clippings of which I now have, 
will bear me out, too. Why Mat- 
thews beat the ~old Gekiongas, a 
very great team at that time, Dy a 
score of 1 to 0, and the ball, mina 
you, in those dayg was the old live- 
ly one with a full ounce of rubber 
in the center. Matthews, too, pitch- 
ed underhand, a8 the rules called 
for at that time; not the overhand 
throw as now allowed. __ 

“Bobby Matthews, although a star 
in 1868, was also a star in 1883, 
when the Athletfes of Philadelphia 
won the American association cham- 
pionship virtually by reason of Mat- 
thews’ grand work in the box. 

“‘Jumping Jack’ Jones, a Yale 
man, joined the Athletics about mid- 
season of that year, and got much 
undeserved credit for winning the 
pennant, but to Bobby Matthews 
belongs the halo. So, for fifteen 
years Bobby Matthews was a star. 
Surely, a wonderful little man. 

Died in Baltimore. 

“tIe died in Baltimore, on April 17, 
1898, where he was born. It is quite 
a coincidence thatoneofthe great- 
est pitchers of the formative period 
of baseball should be named Mat- 
thews, and one of the greatest 
pitchers of the modern era should 
bear the name of’ Mathewson!” 


In his statement there was one 
thing Martin failed to say, and that 
was that Matthews, like Cicotte, the 
leading “spitball” pitcher of the 
present day, was a very small man. 

lt is perhaps Cicotte’s smallness 
and his uncanny skill combined that 
makes him the envy of many other 
pitchers and owners in the major 
league. 

Rete, not a match for many 
of the other great pitchers in the 
American. league, and lacking the 
brawn and muséle that many of 

em possess, Cicotte has been their 
iran when it came to effective- 
ness, winning games and wonderful 
command and skill. 

This superiority on his part has 
undoubtedly brought about jealousy 
and opposition on;the part of cer- 
tain of his opponents, and, knowing 
no other way to stop him, they 
seek his scalp by having some sort 
of rule passed that they think will 
handicap the wonderful wizard of 
the game and rob him of at least a 
little of his skill and effectiveness.

There were six of us sitting 
around hoping the American léague 
officials would get through fighting 
and start tackling baseball, when the 
question was raised. There were 


two major league managers, two 


players—one active and 6né @ past 
master—a scout And Myself... The 
argument..started, of coursé, over 
Pat Moran's Cincinnati club. Every 
person present agreed, without ar- 
gument, that it looks Hke 4 faif 
team with quite @ punch in spots, 


la fair pitching outfit—but that it is 


not a great ball club, Incidentally, 
oné of thosé present played on it. - 

To hear the talk, almost every 
club that the Reds beat were bet- 
ter ball clubs than they. So some 
one asked what is @ good club. 


Well Balanced Club. 


“Well,”, said the old player, “a 
good ball club is a well-balanced 
one, not necessarily a bunch of 
stars, but above average men in 
each position, no partictilarly strong 
or weak spots, a good consistent 
pitching staff with four pitchers 
in top form. all the time, and at 
least one, good catcher. 

“That kind of a team is more like- 
ly to hustle and fight and work to- 
gether, is less liable to have dissef- 
sion in the ranks and jealotisies 
that hurt a téam, than any other 
kind. The téam that will hustle 
and fight all the way, run out év- 
érything and try all the time, will 
win over better teanis.” 

We reached thé “How-about-so- 
and-so” stage of the argument right 
there, and, after we had “how- 
abouted” the old Orioles, the Cubs, 
the Boston Braves, the Athletics 
and others, the scout remarked: 

“A lot depénds upon a managér. 
I do not contend that a manager 
can take a bunch of bushers and 
make them win, but. a manager, 
ufiléss he tnderstands handling 
mén, dan fTuin a good club afd 
kill the chances of just the kind 
of @ club you describe. A ball club 
takes a lot of handling—more off 
the field than on. A manager either 
has to be the strictest boss in the 
world, or else the players must like 
him a lot and work fot him, or no 
kind of a team Will win.” 

The “how-about” chorus rose 
again. “How about Chance”’ He 
was at the same time thé hardést 
and the easiest boss in the world. 
He let his men violaté all sorts of 
training riilés, and at other times 
bawled them out. Somsetimés év- 
ery one on the team was crazy about 
him, and at other times half of 
them were soré—but he kept win- 
hing.” 

“How about Pat? Didn’t his team 
shoot more craps, play more poker 
and raise more Cain than any ¢ltib 
in the circuit and still win?’ 

he “how-abouts” silenced 
Scout, and another spoke up. 

“Give me just a fair ball club 
With one pitcher like Johnson and 
H couple of fair ones, and one hit- 
ter like Ruth t6 mop up, and all 
I want is a team that. could win 
four out of ten games without them. 
Put Johnson and Ruth on any sée- 
ond division team-«” 

Thé “how-abouts” got busy again. 

“How about the old Phils, with 
eight, .300 hitters and always down 
in the racé? How about the old 
Chicago team with Griffith, Calla- 
han pitching and Lange hitting and 
running the bases, and always down 
toward the tail end?’ 

The Manager Speaks. 

The old manager had listened and 
said litthes It was his turn now. 

“If I had my way,” he remark- 
éd slowly, “I’d like to have about 
twenty ball players who were broke 
or needed money all the time and 
if I could keep them that way, rd 
grab more pénnants than any one in 
the country.” 

That gave a new slant to the dis- 
cussion. 

“I'm not joking,” he said earnest- 
ly.. “The only way to get and 
keep a winning ball club is to keep 
players poor. Prosperity is thé 
most certain thing in the world 
to kill a team. 

“The rule applied to individuals 
in the old days. Most of us were 
poor, earning small pay, and we 
were working for our jobs and the 
salary. We had perhaps half a 
dozen rich fellows who came into 
the league as stars and went out as 
stars and never one of them played 
on a winning ball club. Why? Be-

Items omitted from the estimate, 
Mr. Good said, included $78,000,000

In the matter of candidates, the 
situation comes down to just this:

They 
have a candidate who has a defi- 
nite. fixed strength, especially west 
of the Mississippi river, and they 
contend all the other announced 
and prospective candidates are 
forced to “catch him.”

Both of the Cincinnati 
members supported the resolution, 
showing that Colonel Proctor’s par- 
ticipation in the Wood campaign 
has not detracted from Harding's 
home strength. 

“We acclaim his candidacy,” the 
resolution stated, “as one certain 
to place Ohio in the forefront of 
victorious states eager to return 
the nation to republican adminis- 
tration and we commend to the 
country at large Senator Harding’s 
consistent record of Americanism 
and republicanism as eminently be- 
coming the leadership necessary to 
a republican restoration.” '

One of the leading southern alum- 
ni of “Old Nassau,’’ Mr. Richardson 
is chairman in the southern area 
of the Princeton endowment fund 
campaign. He is now in New York 
and Princeton in conference with 
university and campaign officials

The purpose of the campaign are 
several—to extend the scope of 
service rendered by the university,
